have  been  here  on  campus,  the  several 
times  I've  been  here,  I've  met  so  many 
people  who  have  extended  a  helping  hand. 
This  really  began  before  I  came  to  the 
campus.  Those  of  you  who  served  on  the 
Search  Committee — I  see  many  of  you 
before  me — John  Wilson,  Lewis  Hall, 
Joanne  Franklin,  Don  Baker,  Sam  Vick- 
ery.  Of  course,  there  were  trustees  and 
townspeople  and  Beth  Davis,  a  very  capa- 
ble student  who  asked  me  the  hardest 
question  of  all  when  I  was  being  inter- 
viewed. I  won't  tell  you  what  the  question 
was  and  I  certainly  won't  tell  you  what  the 
answer  was.  Beginning  with  those  folks, 
everyone  has  been  just  like  family  and  I 
certainly  appreciate  it. 

You  know  I  have  no  illusions  about  be- 
ing a  new  college  president.

The  first  man  He  met  was 
weeping  and  He  touched  his  shoulder  and 
said,  "What's  the  matter?"  and  the  man 
said,  "I'm  crippled  and  I  am  very  sad- 
dened by  this."  So  Jesus  touched  his  leg 
and  immediately  he  was  healed  and  He 
said,  "Go  and  walk  and  weep  no  more." 
Jesus  walked  further  along  and  He  met  a 
second  man  who  was  weeping  profusely, 
and  He  asked,  "Why  are  you  weeping?" 
and  the  man  said,  "I'm  blind  and  I  wish  so 
to  see."

"I  am  pleased  to  confirm  my  deep  interest  in  seeking  the 
presidency  of  Lees-McRae  College.  Recently  my  wife  and  I 
visited  your  handsome  campus;  fall  classes  had  just  begun, 
the  classrooms  and  grounds  were  alive  with  activity,  people 
with  whom  we  talked  were  friendly  and  marked  with  pur- 
pose. We  felt  immediately  at  home.   I  know  that  I  am  at  home 
as  well  with  the  mission  of  the  college.  I  would  love  to  tell 
the  story  of  'The  college  that  cares'  because  it  is  a  story  about 
commitment  to  service  and  quality. 

"A  college  that  cares  is  a  college  with  quality,  because 
caring  is  the  essential  element  in  quality.  Quality  in  an  in- 
stitution of  higher  education  is  not  merely  academic,  though 
academic  programs  must  carry  its  imprimatur;  quality  exists 
because  the  stewards  of  the  college  —  teachers,  administrators, 
board  members  —  care  about  every  aspect  of  the  college, 
everything  from  the  appearance  of  the  grounds  and  buildings 
to  the  qualifications  of  the  faculty  and  the  suitability  of  the 
curricula.  I  would  be  honored  to  be  a  part  of  the  college 
that  cares. 

"A  college  today  is  a  place  where  students  should  become 
prepared,  not  be  protected  from  all  they  are  going  to  face  in 
their  lives  in  the  larger  world.  It  is  a  place  where  students 
of  any  age  should  have  opportunities  to  grow,  to  debate,  to 
learn  to  think  clearly  and  justly,  to  make  mistakes,  to  be 
forgiven,  to  experience  the  joy  of  acquiring  knowledge  and 
even  wisdom.  Most  of  all,  a  Christian  college  is  a  place  where 
students  should  find  a  curriculum  of  unity  and  quality, 
integrity  in  teaching  and  grading,  a  caring  community,  and  a  com- 
mitment to  providing  students  with  help  in  their  quest  for  en- 
hancement of  their  spiritual  and  moral  lives  —  all  within  an 
over-arching  context  of  Christian  values.  A  two-year 
Christian  college  has  the  distinct  advantage  of  nurturing  stu- 
dents in  a  core  curriculum,  helping  them  become  well-rounded 
before  they  become  well-lopsided  in  a  major  field  of  concentra- 
tion at  another  school.  A  Christian  college  today  can  afford 
to  aim  for  no  less  and,  if  successful,  should  expect  to  do 
little  more."

said,  "Well,  I'm  a  new  college  president 
and  the  challenges  are  so  tremendous  that 
I  don't  know  what  I'm  to  do."  And  Jesus 
put  His  arms  around  him  and  wept  with 
him. 

So  I  know  that  the  challenges  are  there 
and  I  know  that  with  a  sense  of  humor  and 
with  the  joy  that  we  feel  as  educators — I 
mean  all  of  us  in  this  room,  maintenance 
workers,  staff  people,  faculty  members, 
administrators — we  are  all  in  the  business 
of  education  and  it's  difficult  but  it's  po- 
tentially a  field  with  a  great  deal  of  plea- 
sure. 

You  have  not  been  able  to  meet  me  very 
much — a  handshake,  a  few  comments.  I 
think  it  might  be  wise  for  me  at  this  point 
to  share  with  you  the  letter  of  application, 
or  at  least  some  portions  of  it,  so  that  you 
could  at  least  know  why  I  want  to  be  here. 
I  don't  expect  that  I  have  been  able  to  say 
enough  in  this  letter  but  at  least  it  was 
written  at  a  time  when  I  thought  I  wanted 
to  come  here  and  I  wanted  the  Search 
Committee  to  know  my  thoughts.  (Por- 
tions of  aforementioned  letter  at  left.) 

I  wrote  this  letter  in  North  Carolina  as 
my  family  and  I  were  vacationing  this 
past  summer.  I  really  didn't  know  the 
school  well  but  I  think  that  I  was  fortu- 
nate to  hit  upon  some  strong  chords  that 
in  my  conversations  with  Jim  and  others 
of  you  I  know  are  central  concerns  that 
we  have.  And  I  think  that  together  we  can 
make  this  letter,  which  outlines  a  kind  of 
agenda,  much  more  specific  and  make  it 
an  agenda  that  is  one  that  we  all  feel  com- 
fortable in  having  had  a  part  in.  I  don't 
today  wish  to  suggest  to  you  that  I  come 
from  the  hills  of  East  Tennessee  knowing 
exactly  what  is  needed  at  Lees-McRae 
College.  But  I  do  come  saying  that  I  in- 
tend to  find  out  what  is  needed  here  and  I 
intend  to  enlist  your  help  in  trying  to 
make  a  common  agenda  through  shared 
concern,  our  concern  and  our  agenda. 

You  have  just  completed  a  Self-Study 
and  I  know  that  in  that  study  you  have 
identified  certain  things  that  you  wish  to 
correct,  certain  things  that  you  wish  to 
have  that  you  do  not  now  have  and  I  think 


that  to  have  a  Self-Study  with  reaffirma- 
tion of  accreditation  likely  to  happen  and 
a  team  coming  to  see  whether  it  should 
happen  this  spring,  with  that  and  with  the 
new  president  there  is  no  better  opportu- 
nity for  us  to  muster  all  of  our  powers 
once  more  and  do  what  we  need  to  do.  As 
many  of  you  probably  have  done,  I  have 
read  a  book  called  IN  SEARCH  OF  EX- 
CELLENCE. It  is  a  book  that  looks  at 
various  businesses  across  the  country  to 
see  what  seems  to  work  well.  I  am  very 
reluctant  to  use  the  metaphor  of  business 
or  the  military  or  a  number  of  other  meta- 
phors I  could  suggest  have  been  used  to 
apply  to  colleges.  We're  different!  We  op- 
erate differently.  We  are  collegia!.  We 
make  certain  decisions  in  concert.  But  I 
think,  you  know  as  my  mentor  Samuel 
Johnson  said,  "If  it  rained  knowledge  I 
would  hold  out  my  hand."  Wherever  I  can 
find  a  good  idea,  I  intend  to  make  use  of  it. 
There  were  three  words  in  this  book 
that  caught  my  attention.  They  seemed  to 
be  out  of  order.  The  three  words  were 
ready,  fire,  aim.  Now  I  think  what  they 
were  trying  to  say  was:  We  need  to  be 
ready,  then  we  need  to  get  a  lot  of  activity 
going.  This  activity  needs  to  be  purpose- 
ful, but  any  activity  is  better  than  no  ac- 
tivity. And  then  you  study  that  activity  to 
aim  at  the  direction,  at  the  targets  that 
are  best  to  aim  at.  There's  a  wonderful 
book,  THE  DOLLMAKER,  some  of  you 
may  be  familiar  with.  The  central  charac- 
ter in  that  book  is  a  strong  woman  who 
carves  dolls  and  the  character  has  found 
that  one  of  her  children  is  quite  sick.  She 
was  worried  as  was  her  husband  and  she 
had  picked  up  a  piece  of  wood  and  said,  "I 
think  I'm  going  to  carve  a  doll."  Her  hus- 
band, at  that  particular  moment,  wasn't 
very  supportive  of  that  notion.  It  didn't 
look  like  the  right  size  wood,  the  right 
piece  of  wood.  Well  the  character  in  the 
book  said,  "Any  whittling  activity  is  bet- 
ter than  none."  I  think  that  what  she  was 
saying  was  that  it  is  better  to  put  our 
energies  into  some  kind  of  action,  and 
then  judge  it  to  see  if  it  were  the  right  kind 
of  action  subsequently.  I  want  today  to 


offer  you  some  promises  and  to  issue  to 
you  some  challenges. 

Phillip  Brooks  once  said  that  "duty 
makes  us  do  things  well  but  love  makes  us 
do  things  beautifully."  I  think  what  we 
need  to  do  is  to  see  that  we  respond  to  our 
duties  but  in  a  loving  way  as  well.  This  has 
to  do  with  maintaining  the  buildings,  and  I 
am  so  proud  of  this  maintenance  staff — 
Clay  and  all  of  his  workers,  Tom  Brown — 
you  know  Tom  and  I  share  many  things  in 
common  (indicating  lost  of  hair) — he 
shares  more  than  I — but  all  of  the  mainte- 
nance staff  has  done  such  a  marvelous  job 
in  trying  to  get  your  president's  home  in 
shape  and  I  am  intrigued  and  stunned  by 
the  progress  and  the  activity.  I  know  that 
activity  also  applies  to  keeping  the  cam- 
pus classrooms,  the  campus  grounds,  the 
dormitories,  the  faculty  nouses,  all  of  the 
buildings  and  grounds  of  Lees-McRae  in 
order.  But  it  takes  both  duty  and  love  to  do 
that. 

That  is  true  also  of  the  administrative 
staff  as  they  try  to  make  an  educational 
environment  here,  one  that  the  students 
can  respond  to.  It's  true,  I  think,  of  the 
student  services  as  they  try  to  create  pro- 
grams and  enlist  the  help  of  the  staff  and 
the  students  so  that  learning  goes  on  not 
just  in  the  classrooms  but  in  the  dormi- 
tories and  places  of  living  as  well.  Duty

and  love  I  think  are  necessary  with  the 
coaches  who  coach  our  athletes  and  I 
know  that  we  all  believe  strongly  that  it's 
not  only  educating  the  mind  but  educating 
the  body  and  educating  the  spirit  that 
we're  about.  I  know  that  the  coaches 
would  agree  with  me  when  I  say  that  we 
have  student-athletes  here,  not  athlete- 
students.  The  students  should  be  here  first 
of  all  as  students  and  that  includes,  of 
course,  the  activity  that  they  participate 
in  as  athletes.  I  am  so  glad  today  to  meet 
many  of  the  coaching  staff  to  urge  them 
and  share  with  them  their  enthusiasm  for 
what  they  do.  I  think  that  we  all  have  an 
obligation,  a  commitment,  to  retain  the 
students  that  we  bring  here,  not  just  to 
recruit  students  to  come  for  a  while  and  to 
leave.  I  would  love  to  see  as  one  of  our 
challenges  the  challenge  of  having  an  ad- 
missions process  that  brings  to  this  cam- 
pus those  students  who  will,  in  fact,  get 
the  most  out  of  this  campus  and  I  would 
hope  add  a  lot  to  this  campus.  I  would  also 
urge  that  we  do  everything  in  our  power  to 
keep  those  students  here  once  they  are 
here.  All  across  the  country  colleges  are 
crying  because  of  high  attrition  rates.  We 
need  to  develop  even  more  than  we  have 
programs  and  plans  to  make  the  students 
who  come  here  benefit  most  while  they 
are  here  and  want  to  stay  here  throughout 


their  program. 

The  whole  concept  of  outreach  depends 
upon  our  community  involvement.  This 
college  is  not  a  community  college  but  a 
college  of  the  community;  we  are  not  just 
another  two-year  school.  We  are  a  school 
that  offers  a  residency  that  is  such  an 
important  part  of  the  education  of  stu- 
dents. We  are  a  school  that  has  a  superb 
faculty  and  staff  to  make  that  educational 
experience  a  happy  one.  But  we  also  have 
to  engage  the  talents  and  resources,  the 
interests,  of  those  people  who  live  right 
around  us,  of  those  people  who  perhaps 
are  not  of  the  traditional  college  age,  of 
those  students  who  may  not  even  care 
about  getting  an  associate  degree  but 
those  students  who  can  profit  from  some 
experience  that  we  can  provide  for  them. 

Now  what  I  have  just  done  is  to  talk 
with  you  about  a  series  of  challenges  and 
what  I  wish  to  promise  you  is  that  you  will 
have  my  full  energies,  my  full  support,  and 
whatever  help  that  I  can  provide  in  helping 
you  to  meet  these  challenges.  I  will  be 
talking  with  all  of  you  in  smaller  groups 
during  the  next  two  or  three  months  help- 
ing to  sharpen  our  vision  about  what  we 
want  to  accomplish.  And  in  particular,  I 
am  very  anxious  that  this  faculty  receive 
both  encouragement  and  support  to  con- 
tinue their  education,  to  be  able  to  go  to 
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further  graduate  study,  to  attend  confer- 
ences sponsored  by  learned  societies,  to 
keep  up  with  growth  in  their  professional 
areas.  I  also  want  the  faculty  to  renew 
their  commitment  to  what  happens  in  the 
classroom,  to  make  sure  that  all  of  your 
energies,  all  of  your  talents  every  day, 
each  hour  go  into  what  you  are  about.  I 
want  you  to  be  more  than  teachers;  I  want 
you  to  be  counselors,  I  want  you  to  be 
friends  because  as  Ralph  Bunch  said, 
"The  best  idea  is  an  idea  wrapped  up  in  a 
person."  I  think  that  the  college  that  cares 
obviously  is  a  college  which  draws  the  tal- 
ents of  people  out  and  uses  those  talents  to 
the  fullest. 

Now,  what  I  would  want  to  build  up  to  is 
something  I  wish  to  have  a  lot  more  talks 
about  with  you  and  it  has  to  do  with  the 
Christian  commitment  of  this  institution. 
I'd  like  to  share  with  you  something  that  I 
had  written  a  long  time  ago  and  when  I 
thought  about  things  I  might  like  to  share 
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e  need  to  develop 
even  more  pro- 
grams ...  to  make  the  stu- 
dents benefit  most  while  they 
are  here.  •  • 


with  you  today,  I  thought  I  remembered  a 
paragraph  or  so  from  that  sermon  that 
might  be  useful  for  us  all  to  hear.  This  is 
out  of  context  but  I  think  the  context  will 
be  apparent.  Love  is  the  central  Christian 
concept.  It  is  the  means  by  which  God  and 
man  shout  crucial  messages  to  each  other 
across  infinite  times.  It  is  the  ultimate 
connector,  the  true  harmonizer.  Love 
gives  faith  the  reason  for  existing  and 
turns  sacrifice  into  a  gift  instead  of  a  loss. 
Love  allows  us  to  look  into  the  mirror 
dimly  and  see  flashes  there  of  God's  infi- 
nite love  in  our  own  finite  brains.  Love 
means  growth  and  growth  means  life  so 
no  Christian  can  live  without  love.  With  it, 
no  Christian  can  die.  Love  is  the  catalyst 
that  stirs  our  sympathetic  imagination 
and  has  us  respond  to  what  is  true.  Love  is 
expansive,  never  restrictive  so  under  its 
power  we  don't  simply  enjoy  music;  we 
participate  in  it.  We  don't  simply  watch 
the  dance;  we  embody  the  dance  and  be- 
come part  of  the  universal  celebration  of 
life  itself  that  dance  represents.  Love  is 
the  center  of  our  convenant  with  God  and 
God's  covenant  with  us.  We  all  need  love, 
especially  when  we  do  not  deserve  it.  T.S. 
Eliot  once  wrote,  "Lord,  I  am  not  worthy 
but  speak  only  the  word  and  my  soul  shall 
be  healed."  In  Jesus  Christ,  God  has  spok- 
en the  healing  word  and  continues  to 
speak  even  today  through  the  dialogue 
that  is  prayer. 


am  very  committed  to  education 
with  a  values-orientation.  Our  students 
can  learn  to  write  at  state  universities;  our 
students  can  learn  to  add,  subtract,  divide 
and  multiply  at  any  large  state  university. 
Our  students  can  learn  the  rudiments  of 
any  field  at  a  large  state  university.  What 
they  can't  get  at  a  large  state  university  so 
well  as  they  can  get  at  a  place  like  Lees- 
McRae  College  is  that  knowledge  in  a 
context  of  values.  Wisdom  is  what  we 
know  after  we  have  forgotten  what  we 
have  learned,  and  virtue  is  what  we  do 
with  what  we  know.  I  wish  I  could  claim 
credit  for  that  particular  phrase.  Dr.  Pe- 
ter Gomes,  a  minister  at  Harvard  Univer- 
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sity,  used  it  in  one  of  his  addresses  and  I 
thought  it  rang  so  true.  It  seems  to  me 
that  what  we  are  about  here  is  education 
within  that  overarching  context  of  Chris- 
tian values.  That  purpose,  that  mission, 
began  with  Margaret  Tufts  Neal's  father 
and  it  shall  continue  so  long  as  I'm  a  part 
of  this  college. 

I  am  reminded  at  this  point  of  a  story  I 
heard  about  the  wife  of  Senator  Jennings 
Randolph  from  West  Virginia.  The  Sena- 
tor, after  a  rather  long  talk  one  evening, 
returned  home  and  asked  his  wife  to  react 
to  that  talk.  She  said  to  him,  "The  mes- 
sage was  appropriate  but  you  missed  sev- 
eral good  opportunities  to  sit  down."  I 
think  I  have  probably  already  missed  sev- 
eral opportunities  to  sit  down  but  in  one 
sense  I  wished  to  say  everything  at  once. 
Beginnings  are  so  important  and  if  you 
leave  out  part  of  the  piece  of  the  fabric 
sometimes  you  leave  out  the  most  impor- 
tant part.  I  hope  today  that  I  have  given 
you  some  new  energy,  some  new  insights 
and  some  new  commitments  to  what  we 
are  here  for.  The  college  that  cares  is  a 
college  that  doesn't  condescend  in  its  car- 
ing; it  doesn't  patronize  in  its  caring. 
Sometimes  the  college  that  cares  has  to 


discipline.  Sometimes  the  college  that 
cares  has  to  make  students  be  the  respon- 
sible people  that  they  know  they  should 
be.  So  the  college  that  cares  is  one  that 
definitely  tries  to  be  sympathetic  to  all  the 
concerns  but  it  also  has  to  take  positions 
anchored  in  beliefs.  It  has  to  make  judg- 
ments; it  has  to  make  a  priority  list  of 
what  is  most  important,  and  I  hope  with 
your  help  to  begin  very  soon  to  make  that 
list  of  what  is  important. 

I  would  like  to  end  by  quoting  Proverbs 
13:22:  "A  good  man  leaves  an  inheritance 
to  his  children's  children."  It  seems  to  me 
that  with  our  great  tradition  here,  and  it's 
a  tradition  that  ought  to  light  the  way  for 
our  future — I  guess  it  was  Mayor  Daley 
of  Chicago  who  wasn't  all  that  good  with 
the  King's  English  who  once  said,  "I'm 
nostalgic  about  the  future."  I  know  what 
he  meant  because  I,  too,  am  nostalgic 
about  the  future.  I  think  that  we've  got 
such  a  great  tradition  that  we  are  extend- 
ing but  we  cannot  stand  still.  We  cannot 
be  just  what  we  were.  We've  got  to  change 
and  change  is  something  that  we  should 
not  fear.  Change  is  something  that  should 
only  happen  so  long  as  there  are  ethical 
and  moral  principles  behind  it. 


Governor  Martin  Encourages  LMC  Grads  To 
Get  Involved,  Keep  Learning  .  .  . 


Governor  James  G.  Martin  challenged 
the  members  of  the  Fifth-Fifth  Gradu- 
ation Class  at  Lees-McRae  College  to 
continue  the  education  process  they  be- 
gan at  college  and  to  become  politically 
involved  in  the  world  they  now  enter  as 
adults.  ""Education  is  not  limited  to  the 
confines  of  even  such  a  special  place  as 
Lees-McRae,"  Martin  told  the  sixty-six 
members  of  the  Class  of  1985,  their  rela- 
tives and  friends,  gathered  for  the  com- 
mencement exercises  in  Williams  Phys- 
ical Education  Center  Saturday  after- 
noon. 

"Graduation  ceremonies  are  one  of  the 
ways  our  society  celebrates  the  rites  of 
passage  every  society  recognizes  between 
one  life  stage  and  another,"  Martin  said. 
"'Through  graduation  ceremonies  we  cele- 
brate our  most  important  national  re- 
source, the  minds  of  young  people." 

Martin,  who  holds  a  Ph.D.  in  chemistry 
from  Princeton  University  and  taught  the 
science  at  Davidson  College  before  enter- 
ing public  life,  said  he  went  to  college  not 
only  to  learn  chemistry  but  to  learn  to 
study,  an  art  which  should  be  practiced 
throughout  life.  "T  realize  now  that  I 
didn't  go  to  college  only  to  study  chemis- 


try; I  went  to  college,  above  all,  to  learn  to 
study.  As  we  are  often  reminded,  we  must 
first  learn  to  read  in  order  to  read  to  learn. 
That  habit  of  study  has  been  with  me  over 
the  years  since  I  left  the  classroom." 

The  study  of  chemistry  served  him  well 
when  as  a  U.S.  Congressman  he  had  to 
deal  with  environmental  issues,  the  Gover- 
nor said,  and  most  recently,  "when  I  need- 
ed to  learn  management  of  this  great  state 
of  ours." 

"You  have  a  special  responsibility  for 
keeping  your  minds  alert  and  flexible  as 
you  leave  this  place,"  Martin  said.  "Your 
job  as  a  citizen,  as  an  educated  human 
being,  is  to  seek  discipline  and  self-disci- 
pline and  excellence  of  the  tasks  you  per- 
form. I  urge  you  to  put  with  tutored  disci- 
pline and  self-discipline  what  you've 
learned  here  to  work  every  day  of  your 
life.  I  urge  you  to  seek  after  excellence  in 
the  common  paths,  in  your  homes,  and  in 
your  jobs.  Individual  competence  is  in  it- 
self a  public  service.  I  urge  you  in  the 
years  ahead  to  be  flexible  about  learning 
new  things.  This  is  a  changing  world  and 
you  will  have  so  many  opportunities,  even 
necessities,  for  changing  the  direction  of 
your  lives.

"Good  citizens  need  to  be  aware  of  the 
mechanics  of  our  government  so  they  can 
be  responsible  voters.  While  you  don't 
have  to  become  a  member  of  a  political 
party, "  the  Governor  said,  "political  par- 
ties can  help  government  act  more  coher- 
ently. Take  part  in  grassroot  politics," 
Martin  advised.  "You  owe  local  and  state 
governments  a  good  skeptical  look  at 
their  actions.  Problems  are  best  solved," 
he  said,  "when  solutions  are  reached  at 
the  lowest  government  level  closest  to  the 
people. 

"Good  citizens  also  need  to  be  aware  of 
events  in  the  international  sphere,  howev- 
er. For  although  this  country  enjoyed  150 
years  of  isolation,  for  the  last  half-cen- 
tury that  attitude  has  no  longer  been  pos- 
sible. Foreign  countries  are  interested  in 
locating  plants  in  North  Carolina  and 
American  products  are  marketed  abroad. 
The  values  you  have  learned  here  will  be 
your  companies  throughout  your  life," 
Martin  concluded.  "Finish  your  educa- 
tion, face  your  challenges,  and  make  a 
difference,  make  a  difference."

Coming  to  Lees-McRae  was  one  of  the 
best  decisions  I  have  ever  made.  At  the 
beginning  of  my  senior  year  of  high 
school,  I  had  no  idea  where  I  wanted  to  go 
or  what  I  wanted  to  do.  Although  I  had 
lived  in  Banner  Elk  for  seventeen  years,  I 
had  not  given  much  thought  to  attending 
Lees-McRae.  Somehow,  that  seemed  too 
much  like  going  to  college  in  my  own 
backyard.  However,  I  finally  realized  that 
a  small  junior  college  was  just  what  I 
needed.

my  sophomore  year,  I  joined  the  tennis 
team  and  participated  in  a  Bible  study 
group;  I  became  Vice  President  of  Order 
of  the  Tower  and  continued  to  work  in  the 
Skills  Clinic.  These  were  the  activities 
which  I  participated  in,  but  the  experience 
of  being  involved  in  these  activities  is  what 
I  will  always  remember.  By  getting  in- 
volved, I  got  to  know  many  students,  fac- 
ulty members,  and  administrators.  The 
students  at  Lees-McRae  were  always 
friendly  and  fun  to  be  with.

The  courses 
in  music  aim  to  enlighten  the  student  by  three  procedures;  first,  by  exposing  him  to  the 
technical  knowledge  which  forms  the  foundation  for  further  musical  study;  second,  by 
helping  him  to  develop  proficiency  in  his  specialized  field  of  applied  music,  third,  by 
endeavoring  to  instill  in  him  a  genuine  appreciation  for  all  types  of  music  through  a 
study  of  its  history,  its  composers,  and  its  form.  A  study  of  art  and  music  thus  becomes  a 
means  of  communication,  self-expression  and  understanding.

Carlisle  Hostetter,  in  his  10th  year  at  Lees-McRae,  directed  the  Lees-McRae  Bobcats  to  their  first  WCJCC  basketball  crown  since  1970. 

Hostetter  took  over  a  losing  program  in  1975  and  directed  that  team  to  the  best  season  since  1957  as  it  posted  a  19-9  record.  In  1984  his 

team  finished  22-8  and  was  the  runner-up  in  Region  \  of  the  NJCAA.  It  was  the  highest  finish  of  any  team  coached  by  Hostetter  and  only 

the  third  team  in  the  history  of  the  school  to  advance  to  the  region  finals.  This  season,  1984-85,  his  Bobcats  recorded  their  third  consecutive 

22-win  season,  a  season  that  marked  the  fifth  time  in  the  last  six 

years  in  which  the  Bobcats  hit  the  magical  20-win  season.  His 

teams  have  been  perennial  leaders  in  team  defense  and  in  the  last 

five  years  have  given  up  65  points  or  less  per  game.  The 

team  this  season  placed  ninth  nationally  in  team  defense. 

Through  ten  seasons  his  teams  have  won  192  games 

and  lost  92  for  a  winning  percentage  of  nearly  70%. 

Lees-McRae  has  averaged  better  than  19  wins 

and  has  advanced  to  post-season  play  seven  times 

during  Hostetter 's  tenure.  The  gruff,  but 

amiable,  Hostetter  is  well-liked  and  admired 

by  students  and  colleagues  at  Lees-McRae.  A 

highly  respected  coach  in  his  chosen 

profession,  Hostetter  serves  as  chairman  of  the 

basketball  committee  of  the  WCJCC  and  is 

vice  president  of  Region  X,  NJCAA,  and  as 

vice  president  of  the  conference  also  serves  as 

secretary -treasurer  of  the  region.  It  is  with 

great  pride  that  Carlisle  Hostetter  be 

acknowledged  for  his  outstanding  service  and 

contributions  to  Lees-McRae  College  for  the 

past  10  years.
